“MACBETH” IN A NEW STYLE.

The Rev. Mr. Bellew, an English clergy-
man, who, it will be remewbered, was Foch-
ter's tutor in his present playing language,
has beent giving what he ealls “Readings”
from Macbeth, The Saturday Review has an
amusing eriticism on the performance, from
which we make a fow éxtracts;—

We mnst onoe more inguire why, if Mr,
Bellew wishen to not, he doss not go npon
the stage in the usnal way? If the indeli.
bility of his olerical orders be'the obstacle,
we rocommond his eate to the sympathetio

what they oall themselves—‘‘pooms whish
oan be seen." Htage.scenery there seoms to be
none, The acts of the drama might not be
lesa than five, nor mors than ten. Intervals
too long to be imagined in the aols ware
understood to takd place betwean them. Men
and gods were made to apeak Banserit;
women and alaves spoke Prakrit, a langnage
bearing to Bansorit the relation of Italian to
Latin, Married women having passed the
age of besuty in Hindoo imagination
mere cumberers the ground, eanltivated
Aetorio appeared in Indin as in Greeoce, and
the Jey-car! presenta us with ita Aspasia.
There are certain conventional characters on

comsideration of Mr, Gladstone, e seems
to be smitten with a stage madness which |
must graually overpower the resistance of
his reason. He read Hamlet from n table,
with the assistance of silent figures who ges- |
ticnlated on a stage above him. He has now
mounted to the stage and reads Macbeth |
with the assistance only of a chorus, and while
calling himself a reader, he largely appropri- |
ates the province of the notor. There is no
room fer a chorus in Othello, but if there
were wo should fear that Mr, Bellew in his
histrionio frenzy would single ont one of the
ladies who composed it, and would address
her in language which certainly onght not o
be applied to any young person of respecta-
bility unless it is considered in her wages.
Withont intentionnlly selecting a ‘‘Desade.
mona” or “Emelia,” it might easily happen
that Mr, Bellew, as he turns all ways, might
direct, or appear to direot, atronS’II F(-rmnn!
observations to the obhastity or fidelity of o
lady who wes neither a Venetian wife nor
any other questionable personage, but merely
s well-trained singer with a good voice. Mr,
Bellew, we need not say, has neither sword
nor shield; and viewing him on the side of
art, we should calculate that he might be |
doubled up by a very moderate hit in what
is technically called the bread basket. Mr,
Bellew, in fact, is not as young as he was, |
and has gone considerablyout of training. |
Yet be evidently thinks that a combativencss
of ot must in gome manner be assumed
for tho last seene of Maclbeth, and the source
of his conception of this part of the character
would seem to be the prize ring rather than
the school of arms. As he utters the words
““Yot will I try the last,” he assumes an atti-
tude which suggests to the dpectator that he
is about to try the left. And as he moves
from the desk in the centre to the side of the
stage, exclaiming, “Lay on, Macdaff,” we
feaflha bhe might properly have said, ‘‘Be-
fore my body I throw my warlike right,"
gince he seems to be preparing to stop a blow
of “Macdufl's” with his right and return it
with his left. Mr, Bellew at this momeat
loeks much more like a prize-fighter than
he does like & king or general, and yet he
looks very unlike a prize-fighter ndeed.
The hands, as we have said, are held some-
what in the manner of the ring, bat
the motion of the body is rather that of
s nurse-maid carrying a baby, and the legs
are not planted on the ground with that com-
bination of lightness and firmness which pro-
fensora of the noble art of self-defense desire
to seo exhibited by their pupils,. We wonld
recommend him, before he begins his pro-
vineial tour, to take a few lessons in the usa
of the weapon which he selects; and if that
weapon be the fist, we are able to assure him,
on the best possible authority, that private
lessons in boxing are given to gentlemen by
several prolessors, by whom gloves and every
requisite, inclnding a mop if necessary, will
be proviéad.

But Mr. Bellew reads a large part of the

es of ‘‘Lady Maobeth” besides those of

her husband; and it certainly appears rather
strange that he should choose to do so when
he might select male characters from the
whole of Shakespeare, Mr. Bellew aols the
celebrated gleep-walking scene as if he really
intended to eompete with the great actresses
who have thrilled spoctators by performing
it. A lighted lamp is placed upon the table,
%0 that ﬁr Bellew may take it in his hand |
and go off with it at the proper moment, We |
are tempted to inquire why Mr, Bellew does
not assume a frilled night-cap for the smame
occasion. He takes the lamp and moves
away with a sort of gliding step which sug-

ests to the spectators not so much “Lady

acbeth” as *‘Mr. Pecksniff,” flutteringly,
strangely attired, on the top landing, and ex-
pressing a desire to see “‘Mrs. Todgers' " idea
of a wooden leg, if quite mgreeable to that
lady.
A!; we have already said, there is no damb
show in Macbeth, as there was in famlet, but
the atage is partly ocoupied by the ladies and
gentlemen who are to sing Locke's music
when the time arrives, and who in the mean-
while sit quite still and look straight forward.
In the next play that Mr, Bellew takes in hand
there will be no chorus, and he will be in the
middle of the stage alone, looking us desolate
a8 o boiled leg of mutton without trimmings.
Not that Mr, Bellew will feel in the least de-
gres uncomfortable in solitude, but on the
contrary, we shall expect to see him improv-
ing the opportunity thus afforded by strik-
ing attitudes in all parts of the stage, For
the present he is restrained in his move-
ments by the fear of tnmbling over the
benches ef the chorus, but when this impedi-
ment is removed we quite believe that he
dares do all that may become a man, and |
much also that may not. But if he ehooses |
to stand up in the hearing of some scores or |
hundreds of people, and state that he has
given euck, and knows how tender 'tis to love
the babe that milks him, we can only obsorve
that tastes are various. It should be remarked
that Mr. Bellew does not imitate the practice |
of n lady who, when she lately played ‘‘Lady |
Macbeth,” pronounced the words *I have
given euck” in a confidential whisper, us if
she were mentioning to her husband some- |
thing which had been a secret even from him |
before. We are not without hope of sesing |
him not *“‘Desdemona” in bed and *‘Othello”
out of bed at the same moment, and indeed
it would be difficult to anticipate to which
charncter he wounld give the preference.

The Hindoo Drama,
The Hinllloo drama was opened to Elum-
18, nearly a century ago, by Bir William
El);“nn‘ LnnJaﬁon of its x:‘;liorpimo, Bakun-
tala, of which Goethe expressed the highest
admiration. In 1827 Professor Wilson pub-
lished ‘‘Select Bpecimens of the Theatre of |
the Hindoos,"” whose first ‘pln;. the celebrated
Toy-cart, affords some indieations whereby |
to estimate the date of the golden age of |
the Indisn drams, Buddhism still exists |
among the oharacters of the piece, but has
lost its ascendaney, and Biva is the chief
objeot of worship. These and other signs
are believed to point to the fourth century of
our era for the date of the dramasin ques-

the Hindoo as on the classic and romantic

n'h‘fe——lmnng them the ‘“Vita,” or parasite,
and the “Vidushakn," or buffoon. The num.

berof existing Hindoo dramas is now small; |

whether many have perished or fow were ever
composed, is unknown, The Tuy-cart is by
an unknown anthor. Three dramas are
attributed to Kalidasa, and three more to
another admired poet, Bhavabhuti, Sakun-
tala sppears to be recognized ns the most

besutiful; but in it, as in all the rest, the
use of supernatural machinegry is so |
exorbitant, that, te confess the trath, |
wa find it hard for the slow

Western imagination to keep sufliciont pace
with its transitions to permit of much inte-
rost in its plot, Beveral centaries later than
the age of Kalidasa was written auother In-
dian drama of an entirely different desorip-
tion, Its anthor was a poet named Krishna
Misra, supposed to bave lived in the twelfth
century A. D., and the objecl of this work

| was the establishment of Vedanta doetrine.
| It is

in fact, a religious allegory, as completo
as the “Holy War" or *Pilgrim’s Progress,"
and its name signifies ““The Rising of the
Moon of Awakened Intellect,” and the dra-
matis persona are Delusion, the king, with
his gubjects, Love, Anger, Avarice, oto., and
his allies, Hypoorisy, Self-importance, and
Materialism, and on the opposite gide Reason
with an army of Virtnes, The struggle be-

tween the rival forces is sharp; but finally |

Tranquillity enables Reason to harmonize
with Revelation, and therenpon the Moon of
Awnkened Intellect arises and shines,

Feit Monkeys.,

We quote from Professor Frapk Buokiand's
“Aniwal World” the following account of
two of his household pets: —

*I have two monkeys, of whom I am ex-
ceedingly fond. Their names are ‘Hag' and
“T'iny." The Hag's original name was ‘Fanny,’
but she has so much of the character of a
dissgreeable old woman about her that I ecall
her the ‘Hag' Tiny is n very little monkey
indeed, not much bigger than s large rat.
My friend Bartlett bronght her to me from

the Zoological Gardens as a dead monkey; she |

wns ‘a8 good a8 dead'—a perfect gkeleton,

| and with but little hair on her. She
arrived tied up in an old canvas bag.
| I put her into the Hag's eage. The old

Indy at once ‘tock to her,’ and instantly
began the office of nurse; she cuddled nup
poor Tiny in her arms, made faces, and
showed her teeth at anybody who attempted
to tonch her, Tiny had port-wine negus,

| quinine wine, beef-tea, egg and milk—in

fact, anything she could eat; and the Hag
always allowed her to have ‘first pull' at
whatever was put into the cage. In time
Tiny stood :ﬁ; then began to run, her hair
all came again, and she is now one of the
most wicked, intelligent, pretty littla beasts
that ever committed an nct of theft. Steal?
Why, her whole life is devoted to stealing,
for the pure love of the thing,

‘‘The moment I come down to breakfast I
let out the monkeys. I keep a box of sar-
dines specially for the Hag, who immediately
helps herself, and.sits on the table grunting
with pleasure as she licks her eily fingers.
The moment Tiny is let loose she steals what-
ever is on the table, and it is great fun to see
her snateh off the red herring from the plate
and run off with it to the top of the book-
shelves. While I am getting down my
herring, Tiny goes to the brenkfast-table
again, and, if she can, steals the egg; this
she tucks under her arm and bolts away, run.
ning on her hind legs, This young lady has of
late been rather shy of eggs, as she once stols
one that was guite hot, and burned herself, Bhe
cried out, and the Hag left off enting mar-
dines, shook her tail violently, and opened
her mouth at me, as much as to say, ‘You
dare hurt my "Ciny!" If I keep too sharp a
lookout upon Misa Tiny, she will run like a
rabbit across the table amd wupset what she
can, Bhe generally tries the sugar first, as
she can then steal a it, or she will just put
her hand on the milk-jug and pull it over. If
she cannot get at the sugar-basin or milk-jug,
she will kick them with her hind legs, just
like a horse, and knock them over as she
Passes,

“Tiny and the Hag sometimes go ont steal-
ing together. They climb nup my coat and
gearch all the pockets, 1 generally carry a
great many eedar-pencils; the monkeys take
these out and bite off the cut ends; but the
great treat is to pick and pick at the door of a
gloss eupboard till it is open, then to get in
and drink the hair oil, which they know ia
there. Any new thing that arrives they must
examine, and when a hamper comes in I let
the monkeys unpack it, especially if I know
it contains game, They pull out the straw a
bit at a time, peep under the paper, ran off
erying in their own language, ‘Look out,
there's something alive in the basket !

“The performance generally ends by their
upsetting the basket, and, if they turn out a
hare, they both set to work snd ‘look fleas’
in the harve's fur. I once received a snake in
& basket, and I let the monkeys nnpack it;
they have a mortal horror of a sunke, When
they found out the contents of the hamper
they were off in double.quick time, orying

‘Murder ! thieves!' and it was a long time
before they wonld ecome down from behind
the casts of salmon on the top of the book-
ghelves,

“There is no troubls to eatch the monkeys.
I have only to open the door of the cage and
say, ‘Oage, cage! go iato your cage ! quick
march!' and they go in instautly,liks the good
beasts they really sre. The parrot has caught
up these words, and, when the monkeys are
running sbout, often eries out ‘Cage, cnge!
go into your cage !" but the little wreteches do
not care for old Poll. They sometimes attack
her. Tiny steuls her seod, and, while she is

secking at the little thing, the Hag will pull

Ber tail from behind. Luckily, the monkeys
are afraid of a stuffed Australinn animal that
bangs in my room. When I bave any spoci-
mens or bottles that I de not want the mon-
keys to touch, I simply set down the ‘bogie’
to act as sentry, as I know the monkeys will
not come near it,

“Tiny is very attentive to the Hag, and
eries bitterly if she is taken from hker. Bhe
takes great liberties with her—elimbing up by
means of her tail when it hangs down ina
convenient, rope-like manner. Bhe also takes
much of the uots of her thieviug to the
Hag's cage when she is shut up, and pokes
